We had many rainy days in the spring, but the 
rainfall’ was very light..

For'two years the ponds have been growing 
more and more shallow and nt present a large 
number are wholly dry. Outside the walls there 
is, of course, abundance of water in the river 
and smaller ‘streams which are still. well filled, 
but the authorities have brought. a dragon af 
the ‘proper sort into the city and are praying 
to him very carnestly io give them = rain 

Our officials are not by any means irreligious, 
judged from the. heathen stand-point, The 
Governor-General has established his ado ted 
son as Abbot of w large Buddhist monastery 
in the heart of the citv, and bas built for 
him a splendid temple: « One hall cantains nearly 
a hundred {dols, each of more than twice the size 
ofanordinary man. This temple is being preatly’ 
;enlarged this year, Another prominent official 
bas had the great bell of Hung-wu uncanihed 
and suspended in a temple that was repaired and 
enlarged for ‘its reception. ‘This bell, wh-ch is 
some cighteen ‘feet long and seven feet wide at 
the mouth, lay for many years half-buried in an 
open field and had become 3 lor’ yiny place fur 
beggars, The natives spoke mysteriously of its, 
origin and repeated an old prophecy that no one 
‘would be able to‘ raise it from its resting-plice 
until China should enter upon a new-era of pro- 
sperity. All previous efforts in.this direction, it 
was said, succeeded only ih burying it more drevly 


‘\.intheearth, Whether the prophecy is tobe fulfilled 


or not remains to be seen, but as the bell was 
lifted by foreign machinery, brought from the 
arsenal, and hung in’ a pagoda built of hollow: 
iron beans and pillars of foreign pattem, there 
4s some hope that the prediction will not alto- 
gether fail. The same official has rebuilt the 
Taoist temple and pageda on “ North’ Pole”, 
hill, near the Tai-ping Gate, the highest: point 
-within the walls. This, it is said, is to re-adjust 
the “ fung-shui” disturbed by the ereclion of 
several foreign houses. - A large bronze idol of 
Kwan-yin arrived here a few days since from 
Hunan, transported in the Governor's. launch. 
The officials have been out in state to receive 
her and pay her worship, and. thousands daily 
throng the West Gatein hopc of getting a glimpse 
ofhergoddess-ship. The incense ashes are care-" 
fully collected and carried away by the multitude,’ 
Several stories are aficat as to the meaning 
of the occurrence. One is‘that the image 
‘fu an ancient one brought some thirly years ago 
feom Fuh-teu-shan to stay a plague that was 
destroying the inhabitants of Hunan and that the 
time has come now for-her return to her former 
home. Another story is that it is a new image 
made by the order of the Governor-General as a 
present to the famous shrine in fulfilment .of a 
vow. How much truth there ‘is in cither just 
now cannot be said for ; as a friend remarks, the 
Chinese are never at a loss for an explanation of 
any occurrence: With regard. to such unim- 
jer matters as the facts of the case they may 
utterly Ignorant, but that does not prevent 
their returning a polite and plausible answer to 
all your enquiries, If the facts are not at hand, 
they have only ta.“ evolve them out of their inner 
consclousness."—WV, C, Daily News,

first, “The majority are in favour of commen- 
cing- with the Tung-chnw line. 


Sine fron Chirkiang to Lui-ke-chiao, ywith or 
without foreign capitad, wd the formation ofa 
special Beard for-Railways. As matters now 
stend Einay say the principal point has been 
sncnred, and riilways have been efficially: 
recognized by His Majesty; all that is now 
pending ate minor matters, which can easily be 
settled, For the information of your renders I 
may as well state that Lui-ko-chiao is about 30' 
4 south of Pekin: - o . 

Yesterday a large fire broke outin the Chinese 
city, outside the Chen-man, in His Ex, Chang 
Yao's son's hose, It. was c-used by letting off 
fire-crackers. It spread to the .Anhwei Guild 
lately buitt by Li Hung-chang. ‘The two places 
were destroyed. The property belongs to the 
Viceroy Li. . : 

In regard to Kui Pin, Governor of Hu. Pei, 
Weng Tyng-ho, of the Board: of Revenue, and 
Kuei Jun, of the Board of Ceremonies,. their 
opposition to railways have now been overcome. 


The N.C. Daily News of the 2%th ult, made a }, 


mistake by sayiny that Chang Chih-wan and the 
elder brother of Viceroy Chang. Chih-tung are 
opposed to railways. They are of one family, 
and of one place, and according to Chinese are 
brother-cousins. .Chang Chih-wan supported 
Chane Chih-tung when he was Governor-General 
of Shanse in 1884, in his memorial for railways 
from Peking into Shanse, and soalso,.in that 
year, did Liu Ming-chuan memorialize for the 
Peking-Tientsin railways, If he was then in 
favour of railways he is not likely to be against 
them now.—Shanghai Mercury. : :
